THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon in 
the County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Mont Vernon on Tuesday, the ninth day 
of March next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriation for same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sufficient sum to pay the tuition of town scholars 
who may attend the Stearns School. 


4. To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on property taxes of three percent if paid be- 
fore July 1, and two percent if paid before August 1. 


5. To see if the town will accept state aid for 
the construction of the Class II road known as the 
Francestown Turnpike and raise and appropriate 
for said purpose the sum of $675.00; or will accept 
state aid for the construction of Class V roads and 
raise and appropriate for said purpose the sum of 
$475.46. 


6. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired by the town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 
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8. To see if the voters will favor the calling of a 
convention for revision of the constitution of the 
State of New Hampshire. 


- 9. To see if the town will vote to construct a 
State Road beginning at the Charles Ingalls place in 
the Town of Mont Vernon, past the C. Isola place 
and the late A. F. Hutchinson place to the Milford 
town line. (This article petitioned by Charles F. 
Isola and 15 others.) 


10. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Since the natural course of events brings both 
good and ill, our report for the year 19386 must re- 
gretfully record the passing of another Daland 
trustee. The December Bulletin of the New Hamp- 
shire Public Libraries carried this item: “The Da- 
land Memorial Library of Mont Vernon has met 
with a great loss in the death on October 28th of 
Willard P. Woods, a trustee from the time the 
library was organized. Mr. Woods’ interest and 
willing service in its behalf continued to the last.” 

No one will challenge the statement that no one 
person has been more devoted to the welfare of our 
Library. 

June 30th we attempted what seemed a rather 
ambitious undertaking for us, when we entertained 
our district which includes Nashua, at a Neighbor- 
hood meeting here. Mr. Woods was of great assist- 
ance in making this gathering the success that it 
was, and welcomed the guests in his gracious and 
pleasing manner. 

Miss Annable and Miss Pratt of the Commission 
at Concord were present and contributed to the 
general interest by their aid and encouragement. 

We are greatly indebted to those who willingly 
gave their services in making our program so en- 
joyable, and to the trustees and assistant librarian 
for their interest and cooperation. 

Much appreciation was expressed for the de- 
licious lunch served at Edgewood Farm. 

Aside from this meeting, the Library has carried 
on in the usual manner, providing educational and 
recreational reading for all classes of readers as 
equally as possible. One hundred sixty-three books 
have been added, some from income from invested 
funds, a few by exchange, and gifts from Mrs. Orie 
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Raymond Bailey, Miss Mary E. Bancroft, Mr. Leon- 
ard Morrison, Mrs. Amy H. Abbott, Mrs. W. B. 
Wood, Mrs. George Kittredge, Miss Edna O. Spin- 
ney, and several in memory of Mrs. May V. Peck. 

The town appropriation has provided a few, and 
we have received 15 from the State Aid fund. Since 
only 69 libraries are entitled to this aid, and of these 
only 25 qualified, we are to be congratulated that 
our service to the schools and the community makes 
us eligible. 

A gift of money from Everett O. Bates is hereby 
gratefully acknowledged. We also sold a set of 
duplicate books to the Monroe Library for $5.00. 

We delivered about 20 discarded books and a 
number of magazines to the Pembroke Sanitorium 
for the use of the patients there. Others have been 
given in town where they could be of use. 

There are 25 of the books on the 1936 Congre- 
gational Church reading list on our shelves, which 
are widely read, but our circulation is a little less 
than last year, perhaps partly due to the fact that it 
was necessary to close the Library three times on 
account of a flooded cellar. 

Some changes have been made in the magazines 
on the reading table. The Atlantic Monthly, Col- 
lier’s and The Open Road for Boys have been add- 
ed. 

The vacancies on the board of Daland Trustees 
have been filled by N. Frank Hooper as treasurer, 
and Ferdinand M. Stucklen, secretary. 

We wish to stress our usual appeal for a more 
universal use of your Library.

Instruction 

The number of pupils enrolled this year has de- 
creased enough so that an assistant teacher at the 
village school (grades I-VI) is no longer needed. 
Grades seven and eight are taken care of at Milford 
as they have been since 1929. This plan works out to 
the distinct advantage of the pupils because most of 
them would go to Milford anyway for grades nine 
to twelve, whereas the high school set-up at Mil- 
ford is actually on a six-year unit plan beginning 
with grade seven. Hence by starting at Milford in 
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grade seven, as Mont Vernon pupils now do, they fit 
nicely into the complete high school program. 

At the village school we are fortunate to retain 
the services of Miss Draper who has served as teach- 
er so faithfully and well since September 1931. 


School Plant 


At the village building the lower room only is 
used for school purposes. The upper room is now 
fitted up as a small hall and is used by several or- 
ganizations as a regular or special meeting place. 
Both rooms have been equipped with jacketed 
stoves and both have excellent lighting, either nat- 
ural light by day or electricity as needed. The south 
side of the roof was re-shingled last summer. 

Suggestions for the future still include: 

1. Swings for the playground. Metal frames 
with suitable fixtures constitute standard equipment 
of this sort. 

2. Water supply at the school. 

3. Shingling of the north half of the roof. 

4. A closet for books and supplies on the same 
floor as the schoolroom. This could be built quite 
easily and conveniently by using a part of the pres- 
ent wood storage space which is so arranged that 
the proposed closet would have a full sized window 
and would be reached through a door already open- 
ing out of the schoolroom, but now unused. Such a 
closet would be much more convenient for school 
purposes than the upstairs one which is still used, 
and would also release the upper closet for use in 
connection with the upper hall. 


Teachers’ Institute 
The State Department of Education held a Rural 
Institute for this region at the Mont Vernon Town 
Hall, October 27, 1986. This was under the immedi- 
ate direction of Miss Phila M. Griffin, Elementary 
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School Agent. An exhibit of school books, materials, 
devices, and pupils’ work was on display through- 
out the session. Teachers and school officials to the 
number of about seventy were in attendance from 
surrounding towns. Dinner was served at noon by 
the Home Circle of the church. A similar meeting 
was held in Mont Vernon in 1924. 


Adult Education 


A correspondence center, so-called, for study 
courses for persons over sixteen years of age not at- 
tending schools or colleges has recently been opened 
at Milford. This is sponsored by the State Board of 
Education in cooperation with the Works Progress 
Administration. The immediate supervision is under 
the direction of Mr. Francis C. Reagan of Mont Ver- 
non who is Supervisor of Adult Education. These 
courses are without expense to those who enroll and 
are not limited to persons who live in Milford. For 
further details consult Mr. Reagan or the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Cooperation in Education 


This is the theme for the 1937 convention of the 
New Hampshire State Teachers’ Association to be 
held in the new high school building at Nashua next 
October 21 and 22. 

In the January bulletin of the Association, the 
President, Superintendent Earle T. Tracey of Nash- 
ua, writes this message, ‘‘The history of American 
Society shows us that there have been relatively 
long periods of what might be termed static life. 
During these periods of time, the political and social 
structure of our country was so well established that 
little question arose as to what should be taught the 
youth of the nation. Their education was the educa- 
tion of their fathers and mothers. 

“Today, the whole life of our country, political, 
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social, and economic, is in a state of change. Such 
a condition of affairs naturally brings with it dis- 
agreement and uncertainty. Never before was the 
spirit of controversy so rampant as at present. Edu- 
cation itself is affected by it to the extent that 
parents and educators are asking themselves, ‘What 
shall we teach the younger generation?’ ... The 
depression has made students more serious, more 
diligent, and more purposeful. It has made edu- 
cators more critical of their work, and it has made 
parents more sensitive to the values of education. 

“These ought to be our objectives for 1937: 

1. A curriculum that meets present-day needs. 

2. Better home and school cooperation. 

3. A continuous community program for child- 
hood and youth. 

4. Better integration of school life and life out- 
side the school. 

“Alone, these objectives cannot be accom- 
plished. All the adult public must be enlisted in this 
work, for it is only to the extent of its confidence and 
support that we may achieve these objectives. The 
job of education belongs not alone to the craft, but 
to every individual of the community. May we in 
1937 strive for that cooperation.”

To Mr. Harold C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, 
Milford, New Hampshire: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report of the 
health work in Mont Vernon schools, it being the 
seventeenth year of this work. 7 

The medical examination was made in Septem- 
ber by Dr. Oscar Burns, the nurse assisting. A tab- 
ulated report of defects found will be given in the 
school physician’s report. 

There is one child attending school unvaccinat- 
ed. 

One orthopedic correction is being made at Gras- 
mere Hospital and arrangements are completed for 
a second child to be corrected in the spring. These 
were made possible through the Society for Crippled 
Children. 

Visual examinations will be made at a later date. 

Measles were prevalent during May 1936 and in 
November a large number of pupils were out with 
common colds. I believe many cases could have 
been avoided if all parents would cooperate and 
keep children out of school at the onset of a cold; © 
thus many days of absence would be prevented in 
the long run. 

Fourteen school room visits have been made 
during the year and home visits whenever necessary 
for instructive health work. 

I am always glad to hear from parents and 
others interested in school health work and assist 
with corrective work.
